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librarian. In this particular case, the li- 
brarian has overcome this problem to a 
certain extent by using more specialized 
review sources particularly in the applied 
science and technology subject area. 


Considering all of these factors, the li- 
brary is generally fulfilling the needs of 
its patrons. The characteristics of the com- 
munity seem to be a reliable indication of 
what the high interest areas will be: the 
home and leisure time activities rather 
than social problems and more esoteric or 
intellectual pursuits. A few general sub- 
jects should perhaps be evaluated more 
thoroughly, particularly Applied Sciences 
and The Arts, to determine whether or not 
there is a lack of sufficient material to 
meet the demands, or if there is any need 
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
